Nixon Administration 
asks new debt ceiling 


WASHINGTON UPI - The Nixon ad- 
ministration asked Congress today to 
increase the national debt ceiling by 
$8 billion — to a record $395 billion. 


Treasury secretary David M. Ken­ 
nedy and Budget Director Robert P. 
Mayo said the size of the increase 
request was caused by deterioration in 
the government budget resulting from 
lower than expected tax revenues. 


It has been known for some time 
that an increase would be needed in 
the ceiling which now is $377 billion, 
effective through June 30. 


If Congress failed to act before July 
1 to raise the ceiling it would drop to 
its permanent level of $365 biilion — 
more than $8 billion less than the 
present actual debt of $373.7 billion. 


The debt ceiling legislation is a hardy 
congressional perrenial, a bill which 
must be passed each year to permit 
the government to borrow enough to 
pay its bills. 


Kennedy told the House Ways and 
Means Committee that much of the 
increase is needed “ to restore a rea­ 
sonable margin for contingencies and 
for adequate cash balances.” 


Kennedy and Mayo also asked that the 
permanent ceiling on government bor­ 
rowing be raised by $1£ billion to $383 
billion. 


President Nixon had forecast budget 
surpluses of $1.5 billion in fiscal 1971. 
But they now 
say Li bu J0 twD 
»e 
in red ink by $1.8 billion in fiscal 
1970, which ends July 1, and by $1.3 
billion in fiscal 1971, the next govern­ 
ment bookkeeping year, 


Mayo gave as main reasons for the 
shortfall a drop in expected govern­ 
ment receipts from tax collections. 


Mayo said there will be a $4.8 bil­ 
lion increase in government spending 
in fiscal 1971 - but he stressed that 
none of that increase was attributable 
to U.S. military operations “ either in 
Cambodia or elsewhere.”

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Panel tells 
plight of 


retarded 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -M ost 
of the nation’s 250,000 mentally 
retarded 
persons 
living 
in 
public and private institutions 
are no better off than prisoners 
of war, a presidential panel 
said today. 
“ Far 
too 
many 
of these 
facilities consist of an impover­ 
ished living environment that is 
not distinctly different from the 
environment 
experienced 
by 
prisoners of war during the 
past three decades,” said the 
President’s Committee on Men­ 
tal Retardation. 
“ Almost all public institutions 
tor the retarded are overcrowd­ 
ed, many seriously. Yet nearly 
every state has long waiting 
lists of individuals waiting for 
admittance to 
a 
residential 
facility for the retarded,” it 
said. 
The 24 - member committee 
announced “ an action policy 
proposal” it said would restore 
dignity 
to 
the lives of the 
mentally retarded in institu­ 
tions. The committee is chaired 
by Robert H. Finch, Secretary 
of 
Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare. 
The 
action 
proposal, an 
outgrowth 
of four years of 
study, is a general recommen­ 
dation to the states and the 
people who operate and work in 
the institutions. It says the 
mentally retarded should have 
the same constitutional rights 
and guarantees every American 
citizen 
has 
and 
should 
be 
treated with respect. They also 
should be given every opportu­ 
nity to use their own judgment 
in personal affairs. 
“ The model residential envir­ 
onment should prove a warm, 
stimulating social setting, dt> 
void of any form of dehumaniz­ 
ing conditions,” the proposal 
said. 
Behind these observations are 
examples from the committee’s 
files of dehumanization, which 
were described by a spokesman 
as typical: 
—A resident refuses to take 
part in a work assignment on 
the grounds or in a mess hall. 
He is restricted for a week or 
longer from any recreation or 
placed in an isolation cell in a 
back ward or in some other 
remote location. 
—A resident has no chance to 
receive or send mail that is not 
opened or censored. 
—A resident is not allowed to 
own any clothing or personal 
articles, has no place to keep 
such things and in some cases 
does not have eating utensils. 
-Residents 
sleep 
in drab 
dormitory style 
rooms 
with 
long 
gray rows of beds that 
offer no privacy. The largest 
institution in one state, which 
the 
spokesman 
declined 
to 
identify, 
has 2,400 
retarded 
persons in facilities designed 
for 1,500.

Captured UPI writer interviews 
N. Viet commander in Cambodia 


SOMEWHERE 
IN 
TAKEO 
PROVINCE, Cambodia (U PI)- 
The North Vietnamese com­ 
mander spoke thoughtfully and 
deliberately as if aware his 
words would travel thousands 
of miles and be translated into 
many languages. 
“ We are fighting for liberty,” 
he said, “ for equality and are 
against corruptions.” 
The interview was unique, for 
his interrogator was his priso­ 
ner later to be released. 
The two-hour discussion took 
place at a guerrilla headquar­ 
ters 
somewhere 
in 
Takeo 
province south of Phnom Penh. 
A kerosene lamp, a polished 
hardwood table, high paneled 
walls of a large house and a 
heavy 
tropical night outside 
were 
the 
backdrops. 
The 
handsomely ascetic Vietnamese 
with 
the burning eyes played 
the lead. 
Cambodian villagers sprawled 
on the beds or squatted in the 
shadows listening intently. 
“ I have no message for you,” 
he said through an interpreter. 
“ I ask only that you write what 
you see. If it is good, fine, but 
if it is bad...” he gave a “ so 
what” smile and shrugged his 
shoulders leaving the sentence 
unfinished. 
The 
“ chief’ 
came in so 
quietly during the preliminary 
discussion with his lieutenants 
that 
he 
was 
seated in the 
plastic chair 
almost before 
anyone realized his presence. 
His answers 
were 
freely 
given to all political questions 
but of his personal life he would 
only admit to being childless 
and two years away from his 
wife in Hanoi. 
“ There are 
seven 
million 
people in Cambodia,” he said, 
“ and all of them want Prince 
(Norodom) Sihanouk to return. 
The old people all have his 
pictures on the wall but they 
hide them when the Lon Nol 
troops come. We are here to 
help restore his government 
and wipe out the Kraft and 
corruption 
of the 
Lon 
Nol 
regim e.” 
“ What can I say about the 
Americans?” the chief said, 
showing 
a 
white 
line 
of 
beautiful 
teeth. 
“ They have 


been causing trouble all over 
the world for years. Now they 
have come here to try to prop 
up the Lon Nol government 
which Is so weak it cannot find 
enough Cambodians to fight for 
It. 
“ Compare us to the Lon Nol 
troops or the Saigon troops,” he 
challenged. “ Do you see anyone 
hiding behind shuttered doors 
here? But what did you see at 
Tram Khnar after the govern- 
ment 
troop 
occupied 
it? 
Everyone was In hiding. We 
were weak at first but we are 
growing stronger daily.” 
There was a brief halt in the 
discussion when two porcelain 
teapots appeared out of the 
darkness along with a maroon 
plastic tray loaded with heavy 
glasses. 
Faces 
around 
the 
table 
glistened with sweat. 
The chief was asked if he 
knew about the allied offensive 
into Cambodia before it began. 
The green-uniformed North 
Vietnamese took a longer than 
usual 
pause 
and rubbed an 
imaginary itch on his neck 
before admitting with simple 
assertion, “ Yes, we knew all 
about 
it 
from 
the 
South 
Vietnamese.” 
The session drew to a close 
as the North Vietnamese leader 
paraphrased 
the 
Communist 
objectives in Cambodia. 
“ We want Cambodia to be 
free of domination by the rich 
who 
never 
cared about the 
poor, and we want Cambodians 
to be able to get plenty of food, 
adequate clothing, a peaceful 
life. 
That was what Prince 
Sihanouk was trying to do and 
that is why we are helping 
him .”

reportedly slips to '80

The starting time of the pro- 
posed billion 
dollar 
nuclear 
power plant by Southern Cali­ 
fornia Edison Co. near Pt. Con­ 
ception 
is 
being pushed back 
from approximately 1972 pos­ 
sibly to 1980 or later, it was 
acknowledged today. 
The new plans of the utility 
company came to light as util­ 
ity officials were questioned as 
to whether their Pi. Conception 
area project could conceivably 
be hitched to plans for a state- 
federal 
prototype desalter on 
the California coast. 
This didn’t seem likely at this 
time, said Donald Frary, Ed­ 
ison Co. district manager, who 
pointed to the changed time­ 
table of his company. 
It was 
in June, 1968, that previous dis­ 
trict manager J. L. Fitch had 
revealed 
the 
nuclear power 
plant plans of the company in 
this county. 
Nuclear projects 
and desalination plants are a 
likely team as both can be set 
up beside the ocean. 
It was explained that the Pt. 
Conception area project and its 
timing has been dependent on 
how the entire Southern Cali­ 
fornia power system 
grows. 
County water officials said to­ 
day that any desalination plant 
in the area in coming years 
could have a material effect 
on the problem of supplemental 
water into this county. 
At 
present, state project water is 
sought under a first phase con­ 
tract, but not actually ordered, 
pending outcome of surveys. 
One such vital survey of fu­ 
ture 
county 
water needs has 
been completed by Water Con­ 
sultant 
Robert M. Edmonston, 
and will be presented Tuesday 
before county officials. 
State Water Resources Direc­ 
tor William 
R. Gianelli and 
staffers have recently discus­ 
sed with the county counsel’s 
office here and with consul­ 
tant Edmonston state plans for 
a prototype desalter on the 
California coastal stretch. 
The proposed prototype plant 


would have a capacity of up to 
50 million gallons per day of 
desalted water. 
This is equi­ 
valent to 50,000 acre - feet per 
year, an amount almost equal­ 
ling that contracted by the coun­ 
ty in State Project water. 
Looming in the backing with 
the state water and a possible 
desalting plant is the Lompoc 
Project on the lower Santa Ynez 
River.

Jean-Marie, applying glue to 
a false eyelash, “ is teaching 
the girls to apply their own 
make-up properly, to wear 
their hair best and to get 
their own look. Flight assist­ 
ants (stewardesses) have to 
look their best all the time. 
They 
n e v e r 
know 
when 
they’ll be called up for a 
flight or be delayed for sev­ 
eral hours in an airport.” 


Jean-Marie sees eight or 
nine girls a day at Kennedy. 
They set up appointments 
for 
their 
free 
hours and 
come in for consultation. The 
flight attendants fill out a 
form, listing their skin type 
and the particular problem 
they have (i.e., dry skin, oily 
skin, blemishes). Then Jean- 
Marie prescribes the proper 
make-up for them. If time 
permits, she will also do a 
“ m a k e - o v e r ” for a girl. 
Jean-Marie applies make-up 
to one side of her face, and 
the girl applies make-up in 
the same way to the other 
side. 


Airline stewardesses have 
not always received this kind 
of help.

hours. The cyclist did not stop 
to help 
her, though he must 
have known that he hit her horse. 
I have been chased by cyclists 
on 
several occasions while I 
have been riding. Fortunately 
I have managed to lose them by 
riding through the brush, but 
these 
have not been pleasant 
experiences. 


I feel that I have several 
plausible 
solutions 
to this 
problem. 
One solution would 
be to require a special license 
for minors that would permit 
them to ride their motorcycles 
only when with their parents. 
I realize that this would limit 
how far children could go, but 
it also would make it more dif- 
ficult for parents to turn their 
thoughtless children on motor- 


cycles loose on the public'and 
private lands of our state. 
I believe that regulation of 
motorcycles and motorcyclists 
is urgent. These regulations 
should affect not only the cy­ 
cles driven on public roads but 
also on private lands. Proper­ 
ty 
owners adjoining private 
open 
spaces have 
had their 
quiet 
shattered and their pri­ 
vacy 
invaded, and have been 
Witness to an abuse of nature 
that defies description. 
I am still in high school, but 
I 
know 
that it is not possible 
to legislate common sense or 
common 
decency. However I 
sincerely 
hope that something 
will be done to save the ecology 
and rural beauty of our area 
before it is too late. Further, 
I hope that the cyclists will be 
controlled so that the rest of us 
will 
have a chance to enjoy 
things in our own way.

growing problem in the disposal 
of hospital wastes has surfaced 
in Southern California. 
Disposal of “ contaminated’’ 
plastics is the major difficulty 
according 
to 
the newsletter 
“ Technology Forecasts.” 
The 
plastics, 
which 
are 
regarded as absolute necessi­ 
ties by hospitals across the na­ 
tion, have created an especially 
severe 
problem in the Los 
Angeles area where strict air 
pollution 
control 
and 
waste 
disposal laws are rigorously 
enforced. 
“ We can’t burn, we can’t put 
infectious waste into land fills 
for fear of contaminating water 
supplies, we can’t haul it to a 
dump, and were not allowed to 
use the sewers, so we’re in a 
real bind,” said John Brewer 
executive 
director 
of 
thé 
Hospital Council of Southern 
California. 
The 
seriousness 
of 
the 
problem came to light when 
Glendale 
Adventist 
Hospital 
spent $35,000 
to install the 
newest and 
supposedly 
most 
advanced mcinprator. Inspec­ 
tors from the Los Angeles Air 
Pollution Control District mea 
sured 
the 
fumes 
from 
the 
incinerator 
and 
found 
that 
twice the allowable limit of 
pollutants were being emitted. 
The Hospital Council, which 
represents 230 area hospitals, 
formed a special committee in 
the past weeks. Hirt Combus­ 
tion Engineers of Montebello 
Calif, have been retained to 


work on the technical aspects 
of the problem. The committee 
has also allotted $30,000 to try 
to develop a modification of 
the 
offending 
incinerator at 
Glendale Adventist. 
As another approach to the 
problem, the Hospital Council 
has asked the plastics industry 
to develop new plastics which 
would burn cleaner, and share 
in development costs of the 
incinerator modification. 
Progress 
of the 
Hospital 
Council was viewed especially 
closely by the Air Pollution 
Control District, which gave 
three 
area 
hospitals 
until 
September 15 to come up with 
a solution or show substantial 
progress toward one. 
It appears that the larger 
hospitals in the area are in a 
better position to deal with the 
problem. For example, at the 
UCLA 
Medical 
Center, 
all 
plastic materials not contamin­ 
ated by infectious waste are 
compacted in special machines 
and 
taken 
to 
a dump. The 
contaminated 
plastics 
are 
mixed with a large amount of 
animal waste from research 
studies 
and 
burned 
twice, 
according 
to 
Dean 
Lundy] 
assistant director of the hospi­ 
tal. 


An 
official of the APCD 
when informed by TechnologjJ 
Forecasts that the hospitals 
were pinning their main hope 
on the incinerator modification 
replied 
that 
other solutions 
must 
be examined as well.

In 
the toughest spots, it not only 
has an outside wall but an­ 
other one on the inside. 
At Indy I find it is very 
tough to go really fast and 
be 
comfortable. 
More 
so 
than most race tracks, it is 
so easy to lose a half second 
here and there. What you 
lose you can never seem to 
m ake up. You really have to 
be disciplined going through 
those corners.

Getting through the 
first turn. 
Let’s take it from the top, 
where I started last year in

STP-Hawk 
for

r i g h t

You 
see the pace c a r duck out 
. . . the green flag flies and 
you know you have a start. 
It can easily be that your 
engine is fouled or you won’t 
have your revs up. One of 
the three guys in that front 
row, 1 guarantee you. will 
have a clean engine, one that 
is really putting out the pow­ 
er. This time, in the middle, 
you could easily get yourself 
sandwiched.

Coming down to Turn One. 
just before the place you 
pick as a shutoff m arker, 
you turn right just a hair 
toward the outside wall to 
give yourself as much of an 
arc as possible. As you back 
ofi. the “ set“ of the car is 
upset. The front takes a dive 
and the back end gets light. 
So, at the sam e time you 
back off, you immediately 
get on the brakes, then you 
get right back on the throttle 
while the brakes are still on 
hard. 


I his works to preserve the 
“ set. 
You’re slowing down 
all right, but you’re holding 
the chassis “ set” where you 
want it. And then you apply 
throttle as you see fit. As the 
car progresses through the 
corner you get on full throt­ 
tle and get off the brakes. 
You m ake your exit as wide 
as possible because if you 
try to turn in too much you 
tend to “ pinch” it. kill speed 
too fast and th a t’s the end. 
So everything is a com pro­ 
mise. You just let it drift as 
wide as possible and still 
stay in the groove. 


2. 
T r i c k y business in 
the second turn. 
Then what I do, I drift as 
close . . . just as close as I 
dare to go to the short wall 
and make about the sam e 
kind of approach into the 
second turn. In the second 
turn, there's a hump and 
you have to be very, verv 
careful 
to 
hit 
that 
hump 
properly, because that will 
determ ine where you exit. 
So . . . you come out of the 
second turn, going as wide 
as possible, drifting again 
and going as close as you 
dare to the back straight 
wall. And if everything is 
working 
perfectly 
in 
that 
corner, you’re absolute flat 
on the floor with your throt­ 
tle at the apex of the corner 
and you 
really 
come out 
hard. 


3. 
Third 
turn 
may be 
the toughest. 
Now No 
3 turn is quite 
different 
from 
No. 
1, 
al­ 
though it, too, is at the end 
ot a long straight. It is the 
smoothest turn on the track. 
But it is by no means the 
easiest. To me. it is one of 
the toughest on the track be­ 
cause the wind affects you 
so much. In addition, you 
have anther hump to con­ 
tend with, and it can really 
give you big trouble. 


4. 
The quickest turn is 
the fourth. 


Now th ere’s a very drastic 
change of pavement between 
the short chute and entering 
1 urn No. 4. T here’s another 
hump there, where the pav­ 
ing butts together. You’ve 
got to m ake sure once again 
that you go over that one 
with 
the 
c a r 
absolutely 
straight and not turning. I 
say this is the quickest turn 
of all. For some reason or 
other you can go deep into 
it 
laster than any of the 
others. And I just get off the 
throttle and back on again. 
On 
the 
mile 
tracks 
we 
mostly stay right up on the 
straightway walls, so w e’re 
set to dive into the corners 
with a nice arc. But at Indy 
the walls set up a buffeting 
at those high speeds that 
sets your goggles vibrating 
and pounds at your ears and 
actually seems to do som e­ 
thing to your speed. If you 
ever try to stay up there, you 
know right away that som e­ 
thing’s really wrong. 


5. 
How to pass— fast. 
The best place to pass a 
man is at the start of either 
straight. Now as you come 
out oi the corner, say you’re 
trying to set up a man . . . to 
pass him. 
You’re coming out faster 
because you have more a c ­ 
celeration or your chassis is 
handling better or you have 
some kind of an edge on 
him. But you can only go as 
last as he is in the corner 
because there’s no way you 
can pet out of the groove. So, 
coming out you really gain 
ground as long as you can. 
stay on him as long and hard 
as you can with full throttle 
on. Then you just pull out 
very abruptly. You slingshot 
him. That 
m e a n s when 
you’re breaking your own 
stream you’ve got enough 
force, enough momentum to 
get by him, or at least stay 
with 
him 
strong. 
You’ve 
gone underneath him that 
way, and he’s at your mercy. 
Of course, every time you 
pass the guy, he’s going to 
try to race you down the 
straight. They all do it, even 
if they know you’ve got ’em 
cold , 
. even if you’re lap­ 
ping them. But then you’ve 
got the best car and you’re 
sitting there in the groove, 
the shortest way around, and 
there’s no way he’s going to 
beat you. 
As far as cutting in hard.

Fix Motorists' Goofs

A moderate increase in the 
employment of automobile 
body repairmen is expected 
all through the 1970s, pri­ 
marily as the result of the 
increasing number of motor 
vehicles damaged in traffic 
accidents. 
Considerably m o r e than 
100,000 are already employed 
in this category—mostly*1 in 
repair shops specializing in 
automobile body repair and 
painting. 
Most automobile body re­ 
pairmen l e a r n th e trade 
through on-the-job experi­ 
ence. Young men u s u a l l y 
start as helpers and pick up 
the skills of the trade from 
experienced workers. Help­ 
ers begin by assisting body 
repairmen in such tasks as 
removing damaged p a r t s , 
installing repaired parts and 
sanding repaired surfaces in 
preparation for painting. 


Generally, t h r e e to four 
years of on-the-job training 
is necessary before a helper 
can become a fully qualified 
body repairman. 
Although most repairmen 
pick up their s k i l l s infor­ 
mally on the job, most train­ 
ing authorities recommend a 
three- or four-year formal 
apprenticeship program as 
the best way for young men 
to learn this trade.

Q—I am an X-ray techni­ 
cian and I am five months 
pregnant. I am not directly 
exposed to X rays but could 
the radiation emitted into 
the room affect my unborn 
baby? 
W h a t 
precautions 
should 1 take? 


A—It is the responsibility 
of the radiologist in charge 
to protect his technicians. 
You should wear a radiation 
film badge. When it is de­ 
veloped at the end of each 
day it indicates the amount 
of radiation received. If this 
approaches a d a n g e r o u s 
level, 
you 
should 
be 
re­ 
moved from the area for a 
few days. An even better 
precaution, especially for a 
pregnant w o m a n , is the 
w e a r i n g of a lead-lined 
apron. 


Q—If a person has a gas­ 
trointestinal X-ray series, is 
it safe to have another four 
months later? Is it safe to 
h a v e a chest X ray two 
weeks after the G I series? 


A — Great advances have 
been made in the safe use 
of diagnostic X rays and the 
length of time required for 
such 
exposures 
has 
been 
greatly reduced. Your doc­ 
tor weighs the known haz­ 
ards against the benefits of 
an early and accurate diag­ 
nosis. Although unnecessary 
exposures should never be 
made, 
the 
exposures 
you 
mention are considered safe. 


Q—Could an overdose of 
X rav cause thinning of the 
bones and damage the white 
blood cells? 
A—An overdose of radia­ 
tion will not thin your bones 
but it could lower your white 
blood cell count. This would 
occur, however, only as a 
result of a massive dose far 
greater than any you are 
likely to encounter in a hos­ 
pital or X-ray laboratory. 


Q—Why do doctors refuse 
to show patients the results 
of X-ray examinations 
of 
their internal organs? 
A—There is no set policy 
on this. Some doctors are 
too tusy to try to explain to 
a layman what takes years 
of study to learn but there 
are many others who are 
glad to show you your films 
and explain the important 
findings in simple language. 
After all, the word doctor 
means teacher. 


Q -W h a t are the side ef­ 
fects of Ornade? 
A — This drug, given for 
hay fever and allergic rhini­ 
tis, should not be taken by 
anyone who has high blood 
pressure, an overactive thy­ 
roid or coronary heart dis­ 
ease. It may cause drowsi­ 
ness, dry 
mouth, nervous 
tension or insomnia.

grams include both on-the- 
job and related classroom in­ 
struction. 


Training programs for un- 
v m p 1 o y e d and underem­ 
ployed workers for entering 
automobile body repairmen 
jobs were in operation in 
early 1965 in many cities, 
under provisions of the Man­ 
power D e v e l o p m e n t and 
Training Act. T h e s e pro­ 
grams, which in 1966 lasted 
up to a year, stress the fun­ 
damentals of a u t o m o b i l e 
body repair. Men who com­ 
plete these programs need 
additional on-the-job or ap­ 
prenticeship training before 
they can qualify as skilled 
body repairmen. 


Courses in automobile bodv 
repair—offered by a rela­ 
tively small number of high 
schools, vocational schools 
and private trade schools— 
provide helpful experience, 


as do courses in automobile 
mechanics. 
Automobile b o d y repair­ 
men usually are required to 
have their own 
handtools. 
but power tools ordinarily 
are furnished by the em­ 
ployer. Many of these work­ 
ers have a few hundred dol­ 
lars i n v e s t e d in tools. 
Trainees are expected to ac­ 
cumulate tools as they gain 
experience. 
Earnings in this type of 
employment compare* favor­ 
ably with o t h e r s k i l l e d 
trades, and. as a matter of 
fact, many experienced body 
repairmen are paid a per­ 
centage—usually 50 per cent 
—of the labor cost charged 
to the customer. Under this 
method, a worker’s earnings 
depend largely on the amount 
of work he is assigned and 
how fast he completes it.

This Data Favors Funds

Another answer has been 
ofTered to the eternal «well, 
frequent) question: Does an 
investor fare better by put­ 
ting his money into mutual 
funds or

Many brokers maintain they 
can pick a sufficient number 
ol winners for their custom­ 
ers to outpace the mutual 
funds. 
One mutual fund manager 
who’ll argue that point is 
Milton Mound, president of 
First Multifund of America, 
a different kind of fund that 
invests in other funds—29 of 
them, 
currently.

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Mail on Cambodia 


The Cambodian campaign has already proved one thing 
—Americans, when aroused, can be the writingest people. 
A notable sidelight of the furor over the President’s de­ 
cision to move against the Communist sanctuaries has been 
the flood of pro and con mail into Washington. The over­ 
worked Capitol post office says it may go down as the 
heaviest outpouring of mail from the public ever received 
by Congress on a single issue. 
And the White House, of course, is also hearing from 
the people, letters and wires by the bushel. 
What the people are saying is another matter, however. 
That appears to be determined largely by the known posi­ 
tions of the public officials to whom they are saying it. 
The White House says its mail is overwhelmingly in sup­ 
port of the President, and congressional allies, such as Sen 
Barry Goldwater, say ditto. 
Not surprisingly, the President’s more outspoken oppo­ 
nents on Capitol Hill come up with very different readings 
of public sentiment. Senate Democratic leader Mike Mans­ 
field, the once mild-mannered Montanan whose vehemence 
on Cambodia may cost him a reputation for almost saintly 
political patience, reports record mail running 200 to one 
against the action. 
Sen. J. William Fulbright, whose Foreign Relations Con*- 
mitttee has been leading the congressional assault on ad­ 
ministration policy, likewise reports “thousands and thou­ 
sands” of letters and wires overwhelmingly in support of 
his position.

New method 


There is no contradiction here. It is not surprising that 
the President, who has appealed for support, should receive 
mostly positive expressions. Or that communications from 
the public—ladies named Mitchell prominently excepted— 
to noted doves such as Fulbright and Mansfield should run 
strongly in their favor. 
When citizens get fired up enough to say their piece on a 
major issue, they are strongly inclined to communicate 
with public officials broadcasting on wavelengths to which 
they are already attuned. 
A comparison of pro and con mail to the White House or 
to Capitol Hill, or even the grand totals, is not, therefore, 
to be taken as a necessarily trustworthy measurement of 
public opinion in toto. The primary significance of the mail 
in this case is not in the breakdown but in the sheer vol­ 
ume. an eloquent statement as to the depth and breadth of 
the impression the war issue has made on the public. 


We can take some comfort—very welcome at a time in 
| mi /lie affairs wfien comfort is in short supply—in viewing 
this as evidence of an alert and involved citizenry. Unfor­ 
tunately, the polarized character of the mail also reflects 
an ominous development throughout our public discourse— 
in government, in the press and among individuals. 
On this and other crucial issues, Americans are speakine 
not so much to as at each other. The debate is becoming 
all talk and no listen. 
Somehow, this trend must be reversed.

W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Congress and war 


WASHINGTON — The wracking strains 
on the American system are most conspi­ 
cuous in the streets and on the nation’s 
campuses. Less visible and yet as far- 
reaching in its consequences is the con­ 
flict over 
the constitution and the pow­ 
ers of the President as commander in 
chief 
versus the powers of Congress 
to declare war and provide the funds to 
prosecute a war. 
While the Cambodian invasion is the 
bone 
of dispute, the 
conflict goes back at 
least 
to 
the Gulf of 
Tonkin 
resolution in 
August, 
1964. 
That 
resolution, passed by 
the 
Senate with only 
two dissenting votes, 
gave 
the 
President 
power 
to “ take all 
necessary 
measures 
to repel any armed at- 
9k 
tack against the forc­ 
es of the United States 
and to prevent further 
aggression.” 
It was a blank check tendered to the 
chief executive during the agitation over 
an assault on American destroyers in the 
Tonkin 
Gulf by North Vietnamese tor­ 
pedo boats. Whether that attack actual­ 
ly occurred has long been in dispute. In 
any event, it served 
President 
John­ 
son’s 
purposes, and J. William 
Ful­ 
bright and other senators who voted for 
it have repented their haste. 
The issue before the Congress today 
is hardly 
less than whether the Pres­ 
ident has absolute powers to make war 
at times and places of his own choosing. 
This is the context 
in which the Cam­ 
bodian decision, taken without advance 
notice to the Congress, is seen. The de­ 
bate 
promising to go on in the Senate 
for many weeks is the most important 
in the history of that body for more than 
a century. The conflict over the Pres­ 
ident’s powers to give destroyers to 
beleaguered Britain in 1940 under the 
lend-lease act foreshadowed today’s con­ 
flict. 
The 
isolationism 
of the American 
of another day was then the obstacle. The 
senators who want to define the Presi­ 
dent’s 
powers and relate those powers 
to the authority given under the consti­ 
tution to the Congress cannot be brand­ 
ed with the tag of isolationist, as some 
have tried to do. Men of responsibility 
and 
dedication taking an active 
part 
in the great transition 
that has occur­ 
red since America became 
a 
world 
power are among their number. 
Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper of Ken­ 
tucky is co-sponsor of an amendment put­ 
ting limits on the Cambodian operation. 
If American troops are not all with­ 
drawn by the Nixon deadline of June 30, 
funds for that operation would be cut 
off. This is the thrust of the proposal that 
also bears the name of Frank Church of 
Idaho. It seems almost certain to pass, 
if only as an alternative for those who 
do not 
want to go the whole way with 
the proposed amendment of a half-dozen 
Republicans and Democrats putting a ter­ 
minal 
date of June 
30, 1971, on the 
whole war in Vietnam 
after which no 
funds can be spent to prosecute that war. 
Cooper is no radical. He is almost by 
definition 
a moderate. His years in the 
Senate have in no way eroded the stamp 
of the man from Somerset, Ky. He is as 
American, 
to fall back on that ancient 
cliche, as apple 
pie, or being a Ken­ 
tuckian, as good-drinking bourbon. 
Yet, having searched his conscience 
over the months, 
he came to the con­ 
clusion that he could not accept the un­ 
limited 
authority of a commander in 
chief prosecuting a land war in Asia. 
As with millions 
of Americans, 
he 
was moved to take action by the Cam­ 
bodian decision. Cooper has nothing 
to gain politically from stepping for­ 
ward as he has. With two more years 
to go on his present term 
he has let 


it be known that he will in all probabili­ 
ty 
not run for re-election in 1972. 
The failure of the President to build 
a close relatonship with moderate Re­ 
publicans, 
such 
as Cooper and Sen. 
George 
Aiken of Vermont, says a lot 
about his isolation. His critics are call­ 
ing it insulation from the political forc­ 
es now unleashed. 
The way the Cambodian decision was 
reached, insofar as the details can be 
known, suggests a commander in chief 
who may have consulted his generals, 
although there are those who allege that 
the joint chiefs of staff had a relativ- 
ly 
small part in the final result. But 
insofar 
as can be determined he failed 
to consult his political 
generals, and 
this presents his leaders in Congress 
with 
an 
embarrassing dilemma. Mi­ 
nority 
leader Hugh Scott is frantically 
scurrying about 
trying to convince 
enough of his flock that any action, even 
an 
amendment 
as restricted as the 


Cooper - Church proposal, will reflect 
on the President, 
limiting his powers 
at a critical moment, and must there­ 
fore be killed. 
The White House should be under no 
illusions 
about the depth of the feeling 
aroused by the Cambodia action. 
The 
paid broadcast by Sens. Goodell, Hat­ 
field, 
McGovern 
and Hughes urging 
support 
for their amendment setting a 
cutoff date for Vietnam 
has already 
brought 
in, 
largely in small contribu­ 
tions, $165,000 and as much as another 
$100,000 is in the pipeline. Of the 91,- 
000 letters that have come to Goodeli, 
his New York colleague, Jacob K. Jav- 
its, and Alan Cranston of California 
86,000 have opposed the President. The 
ground swell has only begun to be felt. 
It threatens to inundate what the ad­ 
ministration had thought was solid base.

Medicaid crisis 


If you want to get properly humble 
about the limited value of big govern­ 
ment money outlays as a problem cure- 
all, take a look at the crisis in the nation’s 
health field. 
Together, government and private ex­ 
penditures for health today are running 
in excess of $60 billion, which amounts 
to about 7 per cent of the country’s 
Gross National Product. This compares 
with an estimated $73.5 billion in fed­ 
eral defense spending for the fiscal 
year starting this July 1. 
Health care expenses have been bound­ 
ing upward incredibly. They rose more 
than 12 per cent in one year. They are 
taking a larger and larger bite of the 
GNP and may approach 10 per cent 
of the total by the end of the 1970s. 
With the launching of Medicare and 
Medicaid programs four years ago, gov­ 
ernment money is accounting for a 
steadily bigger share of this rising 
total. For 20 years after World War 
n, those public outlays hung around 
25 per cent of the 
total 
health dollar 
Now they come to 
, 
37.5 per cent, two

money.

of experts to discuss 
the health of Americans, produced a re­ 
port which says: 
“Steeply rising costs and inaccessi­ 
bility of care have created widespread 
dissatisfaction with the delivery of per­ 
sonal health services. 
The delivery 
system itself cannot much longer with­ 
stand assaults from overdemand, under­ 
supply and disorganization. Unchanged, 
it will break down.” 
The problems involved in the health 
crisis are far too vast and complex 
even to be touched lightly in a single 
column. I intend 
here 
to deal only 
with 
one 
segment of the issue — that 
pertaining to Medicaid. 


Medicare is rigidly tied to Social 
Security contributors and provides health 
care largely for the elderly. Medicaid 
heavily financed by regular U.S. Trea­ 
sury funds beefed up by outlays from 
state-local sources, tries to provide 
medical benefits for those who can­ 
not qualify under Social Security and 
are deemed “ medically indigent.” 
This program not only includes some 
of the elderly but can include needy 
children under 21 (and their parents), 


and needy people of any age who ari 
blind or otherwise disabled. A hig 
proportion of the 50 states participates 
Medicaid, aside from its outrageousl; 
soaring total costs, is giving the nation’: 
hospitals absolute fits. For many theii 
critical problem is not their own risini 
costs but simply their inability to ge 
the money that is owed them by th< 
public insurers of their patients. 
A spokesman for the American Hos 
pital Association told me that, in hos 
pitals with from 100 to 150 beds, thes< 
institutions generally are suffering i 
minimum of 60 days’ delay and a max­ 
imum of 100 days in receiving ftmd: 
due them under Medicaid. 
Complaints are pouring in at a greai 
rate, and countless hospitals are ir 
a very shaky position. There have beer 
some scare stories about some of therr 
closing down or moving to the suburbs 
but I could not substantiate these. 
The nub of the difficulty is simple, 
After a medically indigent person ha* 
been treated in the average city hos 
pital—which more and more tends tc 
find itself in a ghetto or near-ghetto- 
months are lost while local or count) 
agencies try to verify that patient’s el­ 
igibility for Medicaid. 
Chicago 
affords 
an 
especially 
striking example. It is said to be short 
1,000 case workers, and many on its 
rolls are afraid to go into ghetto areas 
to ask pertinent questions about a pat­ 
ient’s income status and hence his aid 
eligibility. While public agencies fiddle, 
hospitals suffer more and more for 
operating cash. Many bills are never 
paid. 
The crisis is magnified by the fact 
that, in city after city, the shaky hos­ 
pitals are being engulfed by a moun­ 
ting tide of poor folk almost wholly 
dependent on them for care. Private 
doctors long ago fled to the suburbs 
(Chicago has 2,000 fewer than in 1930). 
To bail out the hospitals and fit them 
for much wider aid to the urban poor, 
one clear need is a major fix of Medi­ 
caid to strip it of its terribly burderw 
some and costly bureaucratic barnacles.
